COMPLETELY ENCLOSED 

. The fully draped bed was re- 
placed in 17th century France to 2 
large extent by the style “a la 
duchesse” with hangings only at 
the head. But the completely en- 
closed bed with curtains all around 
persisted in England till the mid- 
dle of the 19th century. 

But. these comparatively modern 
beds are nothing to the beds of 
even earlier times. The Greek bed 
was made of wood with bands of 
hide in place of slats, then skins 
of animals spread over it., Later

ivory veneered with tortoise shell or 
silver. The ancient German bed 


-was made of leaves piled on the 


floor and covered with skins. The 
contemporary German custom of 
sleeping between feather pads be- 
came common in the 18th century. 
The closed bed with sliding or 
folding shutters was the type used 
traditionally in Scotland, Brittany 
and, Holland, and you'can see it 
in use even. to-day in those coun- 
tries. In Holland also we’ve seen 
beds built into the wall. like a 
closet’ and closed off by a door to 
keep out the night air. Iron beds 
turned up first in the 18th century 
and were popular because they 
were freer from insects.

HE new presidential stamp issue 
‘js now being prepared in 
Washington. It seems that nothing 
will be really certain about these 
stamps until the last one is ready 
to attach to’the mail. Each week 
brings a change or addition to the 
schedule. -The current dispatch an- 
nounced that President Monroe 1s 
being promoted from the 434-cent, 
value to the 5-cent stamp; his place 
on the lower denomination :to be oc- 
cupied by a picture of the White 
House. It is supposed that one rea-

- CHINESE REACH 
ANKING SUBURBS 


Hankow, To-day. 


Since the Japanese operations in the plain of Ho- 
nan have been unexpectedly interrupted by 
the overflowing of the Hwang Ho, it is general- 
ly assumed that the centre of fighting will be 
transferred to the Valley of the Yangtse Kiang, 
where strong Japanese forces belonging to all 
arms, are now concentrated in view of com- 
bined military, naval and aerial attack on 


Hankow. 


According to reports here yesterday the J apanese 
so far have only succeeded in gaining a footing 


on the northern bank of the 


River. 


It is added that the town of Nintushan, on the south- 
ern bank, is still in the hands of the Chinese.. 

Other reports, also from Chinese | sources, assert 
that Chinese troops now attacking in the 
vicinity of Anking have succeeded in ‘reaching 
the suburbs of that city. 


As previously reported the 
Japanese are endeavouring to 
march on Hankow along three 
routes. 

First army advancing on the 
road from Hofei to Hsinyang, is 
co-operating with detachments in 
the captured town of Chenyang- 
kwan, to the north of Liuan. 

Second army, advancing on 
Hwoshan, which is south of 
Liuan, is said to have been held 
up by the Chinese in the moun- 
tainous region some 12 miles 
east of Hwoshan. 

Third army, advancing along 
the road from Anking to Han- 
kow with .Tienshun as its imme- 
diate objective, is stated: to have 


‘ports. 


Japanese: forces from Anking 
and Luchowfu (Hofei) have made 
contact and their vanguard is re- 
ported to ibe about 650 kilometres 
from Hankow. 

Messages from Hankow . state 
that the Chinese authorities have 
already begun to evacuate civilians 
and non-combatants from the sur- 
rounding suburbs, and that thou- 
sands are leaving the city along 
the Yangtse. 

Japanese planes started bombing 
the Chinese troops which were 
sent out to intercept the Japanese 
from Anking, but so far the ma- 
chines have not yet attempted to 
carry out the threatened.mass raid

NOT.ONLY A SPRINTER 

It was at first thought that Camer- 
onian from the Eu Tong Sen camp, was 
only a sprinter, but it confounded its 
critics when it won the St. George’r 
Plate, at the Third Extra Race Meel- 
ing, over 1% miles. It has found its 
right place among_ the “A” Class 
ponies, and it had the satisfaction of 
beatin ear Claw in the June Handi- 
cap, which, but for a bad start,.it might 
have won. ; . 

Originally owned by the Sassoon 
Stable, Humdrum Eve has done fe- 
markably well since it was acquired by 
the Lan Stable. Under its new owner 
this pony won the Wuchow Handicap, 
at the Second Extra Meeting, and the 
Deep Bay Handica and Lead Mine 
Handicap, all of which were over six 
furlongs. There is no doubt that 
Humdrum Eve has benefitted greatly 
by its change and should continue to 
win several more races. 

OTHER PROMISING GRIFFINS 

Other ponies among the new Griffins 
of this year that have done well arc 
Expression Time, owned by Mr. Li Po 
Chun, Lancashire Lass and Handicap 
Eve. Expression Time won the Yang- 
tse Handicap, . and Lancashire Lass 
has had two wins, the best of which 
was in the Mount Davis Handicap. It 
was then ridden by Mr. Ip Kui Ying, 
and won by several lengths. Handicap 
Eve won the Loiterers Stake at the 
Tirst Extra Meeting, (a race for novice 
jockeys), but ‘since then it has only 
been placed once. 

SUBSCRIPTION GRIFFINS 

As was the case last year, one’ pony 
among the new subscription griffins 
was outstanding. What Gordito ac- 
complished last year, Louis XIV_re- 
peated this year, only with this differ- 
ence, 

Whereas Gordito was entered in 
nearly every meeting, the owner of 
Louis XIV was wise enough to re- 
serve the pony, and I have no 
doubt that it will continue to win 
many more races later on. 

After losing to Desert, Star and 
Smiling Thru in the Valley Stakes, 
and in the Tytam Handicap (one mile) 
“A” Division, when it just lost to Plan- 
chet, Lowis XIV has won every other 
race in which it has participated. It is 
undoubtedly a worthy champion. Fur-

I, am afraid very little can be writ- 
ten about the new Australian ponies. 
In comparing them with those of the 
previous years, I am of the opinion 
that they are only a moderate lot. 
Two ponies in particular, Little Au- 
drey and Annabella, showéd promise 
of great things to come during their 
early training, but they have done 
nothing exceptional since the Annual 
Meeting. After winning the Rooty- 
Hill Derby;. Tornado Star failed to 
register another win in all its other
